ADVANTAGE SHOWN 

The Rhineland Commission, fur- 
thermore, has a plan of far-reach- 
ing importance under agreement, 
having a two-fold purpose; frst, 
a considerable reduction in the 
number of occupying troops, and, 
second, the taking of all measures 
within the GCamework of the 
Rhineland agreement to facill- 
tate the free exercise of German 
administration in the occupied ter- 
ritories.

the German authorities. 

Arrangements will be made to 
bring within the periieu of Ger- 
man jurisdiction, certain 
of cases which now are within the 
competence of military courts. Fi- 
nally, the ordinances in force will 
be revised in the same spirit of 
confidence and appeasement. 

The high commission, it is de- 
clared, has been authorized to de- 
fine the views of the interested 
governments and take all measures 
necessary to bri 
into force and it added that the 
German government doubtless wil! 
afford the commission the fullest 
co-operation in the execution of 
these measures. 


EVACUATION NEAR 


“In this manner,” the note con- 
tinues, “the governments partici- 
pating in the occupation demon- 
strate their desire to follow a very 
liberal policy in the Rhineland 
territories. They rely on the good 
will and collaboration of the Ger- 
man authorities and population to 
facilitate the task of the occupying 
authorities as regards public or- 
der, security and the needs of the 
army and confidently rely on the 
belief that this co-operation will 
not be lacking.” 

The note of the 16th inst., which 
is briefer, announces that the Am- 
bassador Conference ° rves 
with satisfaction that previous 
conversations enabled @ complete 
agreement to be réached on points 
still in dispute, and says that in 
these circumstances, without weit- 
ing for the undertakings already 
given to be entfrely completed, the 
Allied governments have decided to 
proceed with the evacuation of the 
Cologne tone. 

The evacuation will begin De- 
cember 1, next, and if on account 
of technical difficulties it is not 
completed by January 31, only 
small units are to remain, which 
also will be withdrawn by Feb- 
ruary 20, at the latest. 

THe measures needful for the 
evacuation will be carried out with 
the greatest possible speed. 

“In thus making the beginnin 
of the evacuation, coincident wit 
the signature of the Locarno 
agreements,” says the note, 
conference expresses the confi- 
dence of the governments repre- 
sented that the signature will in- 
augurate a new era in their rela- 
tions with Germany.”

The bond 
issue cannot be re-subfhitted for six 
months. At least a year must 
elapse before the present situation 
can be remedied.

Women’s Clubs all Attention 
to Golden-Rule Day 
Project Seen as 
Object Lesson 


NEW YORK, Nov. 
telligent study of foods, from the 
standpoint of economy and effi- 
clency, will be stimulated by the 
annual observance of Golden Rule 
Sunday, which is sponsored by «a 
national committee of women rep- 
resenting 45,000 women’s clubs and 
similar organizations throughout 
the United States. Mrs. Percy V. 
Pennybacker, past president of the 
General Federation ef Women's 
Clubs and a trustee of the Near 
East Relief, heads the movement. 

The plan is to ask American 
housewives on Sunday, December 
6, next, to serve at their tables 
the simple fare that is fed every 
day to more. than 60,000 overseas 
orphans. The food served in these 
orphanages consists of staple food 
such as bread and other salentific 
requirements of a proper diet. 

“Golden Rule Sunday will be an 
Object lesson in how to lIive on 
little,” says the commitee. “Cheap 
staple foods are obtainable for ev- 
ery American family, and the cost 
of our kitchen can actually be re- 
duced in many cases, if one only 
knows the relative food values and 
the ecientific requirements of «a 
balanced ration. 

“Moreover, it is good to be re- 
minded that while most of the 
women in this country struggle to 
keep their weight down, the other 
half ef the world is struggling even 
fmore energetically to keep body 
mnd soul together. A Near Bast 
meal is not a herdship. but it is 
an experience. Fifty thousand or- 
phan children have been trying it 
for several yearea If cereals are 
the refuge of the starving, we 
should remember that they offer 
wholesome energy and nutrition for 
the body in winter and in the 
midst of plenty as well as in the 
land of starvation.” 

At the request of the National 
Women’s Committee a study has 
been made of the menus used for 
undernourished children in the 
American orphanages overseas, and 
these menus have been found am- 
ply sufficient from the scientific 
point of view as a balanced ration, 
This in spite of the fact what the 

6 cost of these meals ts leas 
than a third the average cost of 
meals in American homes. The re- 
sult tends to show that American 
housewives can, when necessary, 
economize largely in the expenses 
oftheir kitchen withou} sacrificing 
the food requirements for produo- 
ing energy and warmth necessary 
for human life.

HIGH PRICE 
FOR LETTER 
OF FRANKLIN 


Missive Praising British 
King Sold in London for 
220 Pounds 


(SY DISPATCH) 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—a #=manuvu- 
script letter of Benjamin Frank- 
lin praising George ITI, fetched 
£220 yesterday. 
Tt was written June .27, 1763, to 
J. W. Hiltithurst, a Fellow of the 
Royal Society and dealt lergely 
with the Treaty of Paris,’ whic’ 
bad just been concluded. Frank- 
lin wrote: 

“Never did England make a 
peace more truly and substantially 
advantageous to herself as a few 
y will convince everybody; for 
here in America she has laid «a 
bread and strong foundation on 
which to erect a most beneficial 
and certain commerce with great 
cause for the stability of her em- 
pire. The glory of Britain was 
never higher than at present, and 
T think you never had a better 
Prince. Why then is he not uni- 
versally revered and bvloved? I 
can give but one answer. The 
King of the Universe, good as he 
is, is not cordially beloved and 
faithfully served by all his sub- 


ts. 

An early letter by George Wash- 
ington brought £68. It was writ- 
ten from Fort Loudoun, April 23, 
1768. It deals with the war against 
the French and states that Vir- 
ginia voted 2000 men for an expe- 
dition under Gen. Forbes besides 
the militia to protect her trontierw. 
Already 700 Indians had 4arrived 
at Fort Loudoun.
